During their regular bi- 
monthly meeting Monday 
evening, Oct. 26, Elba City 
Council members decided 
to go with a proposal from 
the Alabama Department of 
Transportation [ALDOT] to 
remove the traffic light at 
the Alabama Highway 189 
and Alabama Highway 87 
intersection in downtown 
Elba and instead make that 
intersection a 3-way stop. 

This intersection is re- 
ferred locally by many as 
the “Y” at Burger King in 
downtown Elba. 

The council had two pro- 
posals on the issue. ALDOT 
proposed the 3-way stop, 
and the city’s engineer with 
Southern Engineering Solu- 
tions had looked at the inter- 


section and proposed a’ 


1-way stop coming off of 
Hwy. 87 into the downtown 
area. 
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This downtown Elba intersection soon will be 
converted to a 3-way stop following action taken by the 
Elba City Council during its Monday, Oct. 26, meeting. 
Commonly referred to as the Y at Burger King, the two 
roads intersecting are Hwy. 189 (Claxton Avenue) and 
Hwy. 87 (Troy Road). The change was proposed by the 
Alabama Department of Transportation. 


Mayor Mickey Murdock 
said the city’s engineer, 
DeAnn Grantham, said she 
would agree to either pro- 
posal after ALDOT sub- 
mitted its request to the city.

Elba Council approves fire chief’s 
recommendation for bid award

The Elba City Council 
approved a request Monday 
night, Oct. 26, from Fire 
Chief Drew Parker to ap- 
prove the low bid on new 
extrication equipment the 
department plans to pur- 
chase via federally awarded 
grant monies. 

Parker said the overall 
cost for the equipment 
would be $52,191. The 
grant funds for the equip- 
ment total $51,250 includ- 
ing a five percent match 
from the fire department of 
$2,400. 

Parker said three com- 
panies submitted bids for 
the new equipment, and the 
members of the department 
were able recently to demo 
each of the products. He 
said the choice of the 
firemen came from the low 
bidder, Coastal Rescue So- 
lutions, for the $52,191. 

“We've used them before, 
and it is a reputable com- 
pany,” Parker said. 

Council member Jane 


Brunson made a motion 
with a second from council 
member Tom Maddox to 
approve the bid from Coas- 
tal Rescue Solutions. This 
motion passed by unani- 
mous vote, 

Still on the subject of the 
new equipment and the 
grant received for it, Chief 
Parker also asked the city to 
‘consider paying the grant 
writer on this project. He 
said the city had been very 
gracious in the past to assist 
the fire department by pay- 
ing the grant writer fees on 
other projects. 

The cost submitted by 
Parker for the grant writer 
portion was $2,440.48. 
Council member Maddox 
made a motion with a sec- 
ond from council member 
Johnathon Lockett for the 
city to agree to pay the grant 
writer $2,440.48 for this 
project. This motion also 
passed unanimously. 

Parker thanked the coun- 
cil for their continued sup- 
port of the fire department 
and its members.

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During Coffee County Commission meeting Monday morning 
EMA director warns that COVID numbers 
continuing to rise again in Coffee County

On Monday of this week, 
Coffee County EMA direc- 
tor James Brown updated 
Coffee County Commis- 
sioners on the _ latest 
COVID-19 numbers for the 
county, and he noted the 
numbers have been steadily 
rising the past few weeks 
with the county almost back 
to its all-time high for daily 
positives per day. 

“Over the last three 
weeks our numbers have 
shown steady growth,” 
Brown said. “We are really 
close to our all-time high, 
which was in July at 19 
[new cases confirmed] per 
day.” 

Brown said Coffee 
County had added 252 new 
cases of COVID-19 among 
its residents over the past 14 
days, which averages out to 
about 18 per day. He said 
the Alabama Department of 
Health had the county at 
1,795 cumulative cases as 
of Monday morning, Oct. 
26th 


“The state still has our 
county in the red [major] for 
risk factor,” Brown said. 
“Currently, our positivity 
rate is at 10.2 percent. The 
state’s [overall] positivity 
rate is 8.6 percent cur- 
rently.” 

As for hospitalizations 
due to COVID statewide, 
Brown said about three 
weeks ago the state had 
around 735 COVID patients 
in the hospitals. Now, he 
said the state was reporting 
922 hospitalizations 
throughout the state. 

“We continue to ask cit- 
izens adhere to the sugges- 
tions from the _ state 
including hand washing, 
mask wearing and maintain- 
ing proper social distancing 
of at least 6 feet from those 
outside your household,” he

Department, 2841 Neal 
Metcalf Road, Enterprise, 
Ala. 

Appointments are not 
necessary; however, retest- 
ing or testing for back-to- 
school purposes is not 
provided. 

Symptoms of COVID-19 
consist of either cough or 
shortness of breath (diffi- 
culty breathing) or at least 
two of the following: fever, 
chills, repeated shaking with 
chills, muscle pain, head- 
ache, vomiting, diarrhea, 
sore throat, fatigue, conges- 
tion or runny nose, and new 
loss of taste or smell. 

Testing criteria are as fol- 
lows: 


¢ Persons with symptoms 

¢ Healthcare facility 
workers, workers in congre- 
gate living settings, and first 
responders with symptoms 

¢ Persons without symp- 
toms who have underlying 
medical conditions or dis- 
ability placing them at a 
higher risk of complications 
or screening of other 
asymptomatic individuals 
based on a case-by-case re- 
view and approval by the 
state health department or 
local health jurisdiction. 

The Alabama Department 
of Public Health advises the 
following measures to pre- 
vent the spread of COVID- 
19: 

* Wash hands frequently 
with soap and water for 20 
seconds 

* Social distance by stay- 
ing 6 feet away from others 

* Avoid people who are 
sick

AMENDMENT 3 deals 
with the terms of an 
appointed judge’s initial 
term. The wording tends to 
confuse us and require 
slow, repeated reading to 
halfway understand. We 
could go either way on this 
one but err on the side of 
caution (when in doubt) 
and recommend a no vote. 
AMENDMENT 4, _ is 
designed to authorize the 
Legislature to rewrite 


portions of the Alabama 
Constitution and provide a 
process for its ratification 
by the voters of this state. 
The main issue is to update 
the 1901 wording in the 
Alabama constitution by 


removing racial portions 
that have already been 
struck down by the 
Supreme Court. If the 
lawmakers don’t go wild 
and try to hide other stuff in 
their revisions, we think 
this is an idea that is long 
overdue. We support this 
amendment with full 
knowledge that the voters 
can turn down the revisions 
if hanky-panky shows up in 
the final revisions. 

Amendments 5 & 6 deal 
with no liability for using 
deadly force under certain 
CoM d= iter Ones =t 
AMENDMENT 5 is 
relating to Franklin County. 
AMENDMENT 6. is 
Telating to Lauderdale 
County.

signs at Hwy. 87 where it in- 
tersects Hwy. 189 coming 
into the downtown area, as 
well as, stop signs on Hwy. 
189 in both directions at this 
intersection. The traffic 
going out of Elba on Hwy 
87 [at the Y] would remain 
unimpeded and keep flow- 
ing without stopping just as 
it does now. 

Council members dis- 
cussed this issue for several 
minutes noting various is- 
sues they could foresee with 
either proposal; however, 
council member Maddox 
made a motion to go with 
the ALDOT proposal for the 
3-way stop. His motion re- 
ceived a second from coun- 
cil member Jane Brunson. 

Council member Gappa 
Wise asked if the city could 
change this to a 1-way stop 
in the future if it is later re- 
alized the 3-way stop was 
not the best solution. Mayor 
Murdock said that since the 
state would be turning this 
intersection over to the city 
for maintenance soon that 
the city could indeed come 
back and make the change 
if they deem it necessary. 


Council member Johna- 
thon Lockett said he 
worries the 3-way stop 
would cause a lot of traffic 
backup in the area of 
Burger King as this area al- 
ready gets congested at time 
with road traffic and cus- 
tomers trying to go to and 
leave the Burger King and 
Monterrey’s restaurants. He 
indicated he was more in- 
clined to go with the 1-way 
stop proposal. 

The motion to go with 
ALDOT’s 3-way — stop 
passed with all voting in 
favor except council 
member Lockett. 

Also, during the meeting, 
assistant city clerk Pat 
Boothe gave an update on 
the FEMA flood buyout 
project ongoing in the city. 
She said there remained one 
house to demolish from the 
first group of buyouts, and it 
was anticipated that demo 
would be this week. 

Boothe said closings 
would take place on eight 
homes in the second batch 
of buyouts this Friday, Oct. 
30th. 

The city is considering 


hiring a contractor to demo 
these eight homes being 
closed on Friday to allow 
city crews time to catch up 
on various other projects. 
Boothe said the city would 
have to bid the demolition 
projects, and the bids would 
be a per square foot cost 
with or without asbestos. 
Also, she said once a con- 
tractor is approved through 
bid, that contractor could re- 
main on standby should the 
city need them for future 
demolitions with the FEMA 
buyout project.

For sixth win of season 


Tigers coast past Houston

Not even a steady rain that fell throughout the first half 
could dampen the homecoming spirit Friday night as the 
Elba Tigers pulled ahead early and coasted in with a solid 
40-19 region win over the Houston County Lions. 

Elba received the opening kickoff and wasted little time 
getting on the scoreboard as the Tigers went 65 yards in 
seven plays to reach the endzone. Collin Harrison rushed 
for 44 yards on three carries to lead the Tigers down the 
field, while the score came on a 16-yard pass from Jacquez 
Prince to Kaden Grogg. A flip pass from Prince to Harrison 
added two points, and with 8:29 left in the first quarter Elba 
was already on top 8-0. 

Houston County began its ensuing possession at its own 
39-yardline and the Lions stunned the Tigers as they needed 
only two plays to get on the scoreboard. The score came on 
a 69-yard touchdown toss from Kahleel Johnson to Katay- 
ion Johnson, and while the extra-point attempt sailed wide, 
the Tigers lead was down to 8-6 with 7:32 remaining in the 
quarter. 

Elba didn’t take long to regain command; however, as on 
the Tigers next play from scrimmage Chrystyile Caldwell 
took an inside-handoff, reached the sidelines and raced 65 
yards for a touchdown. Price tossed a flip pass to Harrison 
for the two-point conversion, and with 7:15 left in the 
quarter the Tigers lead was up to 16-6. 

Elba lost a fumble at the Houston County 42-yardline on 
its next offensive series, but regained possession near mid- 
field after a Lions punt, and this time needed six plays to 
get back into the endzone. Collin Harrison rushed for 45 
yards on five carries to spark the scoring drive, while it was 
Iverson Lane that scored the touchdown on a 4-yard run on 
the final play of the quarter. Harrison ran in the two-point 
conversion as the Tigers carried a 24-6 lead into the second 
quarter. 

Elba began its initial possession of the second quarter at 
the Houston County 42-yardline after a short Lions punt and 
covered the distance in six plays to extend its lead. Collin 
Harrison rushed for 27 yards on two carries and Jacquez 
Prince rushed for 23 yards on two carries to lead the Tigers 
to the endzone, with the touchdown coming on a 5-yard 
pass from Prince to Iverson Lane. Prince ran in the two- 
point conversion as the Tigers lead grew to 32-6 with 7:25 
remaining in the half. 

Houston County was able to eat up almost six minutes 
off the clock on its ensuing possession with the aid of three 
Elba penalties, but the Tiger defense refused to let the Lions 
back on the board, and at halftime Elba went in with 32-6 
lead. 

Elba snapped the football only four times in the entire 
second half thanks to 10-minute quarters and a running 
clock, and didn’t even need to snap the ball to score its final 
touchdown as Jacquez Prince fielded a Lions punt at the 
Tigers 40-yardline and weaved his way up the field 60 yards 
for a touchdown. Collin Harrison added the two-point con- 
version as the Tigers lead grew to 40-6 with 6:44 left in the 
third quarter. 

Houston County had success offensively on its next two 
possessions against the Elba reserves and scored a pair of 
touchdowns to give the Lions fans something to cheer 
about. The first Lions score of the half came on a nine-play, 
69-yard drive that was culminated by a 10-yard scoring run 
by Kenzerick Barber with 8:00 left in the fourth quarter, and 
it was Barber that added the second score of the half, this 
time on a 2-yard blast up the middle with 4:31 left on the 
clock. Geovani Rodriguez kicked the extra point after the 
second touchdown, and when the final horn sounded mo- 
ments later it was the Tigers that celebrated the 40-19 home- 
coming win. 

Collin Harrison rushed for 153 yards on 13 carries to lead 
the Elba ground attack, while Chrystyile Caldwell added 65 
yards and one td on just one carry, Jacquez Prince added 45 
yards on seven totes and Iverson Lane added 13 yards and 
one td on three carries. Prince completed 2 of 3 passes for 
21 yards and 2 touchdowns, with Kaden Grogg pulling ina 
16-yard scoring pass and Lane catching a 5-yard td toss.

If an 
angler hits the water at the 
wrong time, bass catching 
opportunities range from 
difficult to almost non-exis- 
tent.

They put day one behind 
them and set out on day two 
with a positive attitude and 
winning spirit. 

They fished the third 
tournament on the Wire- 
grass Student Angler Trail.

There are four caveats here. The first is humility. So 
needed today. Our culture is infected with pride and arro- 
gance, People have an edge; they are easily offended. We 
have achieved much, but do not recognize God's grace in 
the center of it all. The current plague, or "pestilence" has 
proven that some things are beyond our control. We need 


The second is prayer. In the October 15 article, I stated 
that "Prayer is not a candy store. It is a hardware store." 
Prayer is not just where we go to get treats and treasures. It 
should be a place where we regularly go, to find the spiritual 
power tools and equipment needed for life. It is a great 


Third, seeking the face of God. This goes beyond prayer. 
This is about relationship. Here we ask for nothing, except 
to know Him better and to please Him more. We desire a 
deeper relationship not because of what he does, but be- 
cause of who He is. Seeking His face is motivated by love. 

The fourth caveat is turning from our wicked ways. Our 
"wicked ways" may be sins we have committed, good thing 
that we have omitted, or both. It is possible to humble our- 
selves, pray, and seek His face, but still not turn from our 
wicked ways. We have convenient sins; pet sins, that we 
love too much. We love God, but we also love our sin. God's 
forgiveness and healing, however, are predicated on our 
turning away from our sin, and walking toward God.
